OUT ON THE STREET 


Dyslexic mum and her two young children are evicted by council 


A SEVERELY dyslexic woman and her 
two young children are being thrown out 
onto the street by Harlow Council. 

Christina Reynolds (27) was living at a 
halfway house in Carters Mead with children 
Connor (9) and Sophie (7) after being evicted 
from their council flat in Wharley Hook last 
September amid a dispute over rent arrears. 

But she claims her disability prevented her from 
understanding and replying to the correspondence 
sent by the authority and accused it of offering no 
assistance in filling out complicated forms and grasp¬ 
ing complex repayment procedures. 

Now the council has served the mum-of-two with a 
final eviction notice - meaning she and her young 
family were due to be made homeless by noon today 
(Thursday). 

“I’ve never argued over the fact I owe the council 
money,” she told the Star. “I’m just very angry and 
upset at the insensitive way I’ve been treated through¬ 
out this nightmare. 

“There were letters the council said they’d sent me 
advising me of court dates and payment requests, but 
many of them I never even received and others I 
couldn’t read. 

“Some of the rules and regulations are complicated 
enough for most people, but my dyslexia means it’s 
even harder for me to understand. All I’ve ever want¬ 
ed was the help and support the council promises to

people in my situation.” 

Miss Reynolds’ problems began several years ago 
when she got herself a cleaning job, coming off 
Income Support in the process. 

But she was unaware this affected the level of hous¬ 
ing benefit to which she was entitled, leaving her out 
of pocket and causing her to fall behind with her rent. 

Conservative councillor and housing committee 
member Lee Dangerfield has taken up Miss 
Reynolds’ case but insisted he could not comment in 
detail because of the proximity of the May 1 local 
elections. 

“I’m really, really saddened that this resident finds 
herself in this situation and I’m hoping that she gets a 
successful outcome,” he added. 

A council spokeswoman told the Star the authority 
needed written permission from Miss Reynolds to 
discuss her specific case - even though her dyslexia 
prevents her from writing. 

In a general statement, she claimed the council had 
given and continued to provide support for Miss 
Reynolds, adding that tenants with “particular com¬ 
munication needs” were given extra assistance. 

“We do not have a duty to house Ms Reynolds and 
we are continuing to work with external agencies to 
provide support to find Ms Reynolds alternative 
housing for her and her family,” she said.

Starting and finishing at the 
sports track, the Harlow 
Marathon was organised by a 
man called Tony Dradey. 

On October 21, 1961, the race 
was won by Mel Edwards, 
who was referred on to us 
after Star reader Susan Aitken 
chanced to meet him at a

“I won in 2hrs, 18mins and 
24.8 secs, beating the previous 
record set by Barry Watson of 
Cambridge Harriers,” said 
Mel. “I led all the way and 
note from my diary that I 
didn’t get thirsty until 20 
miles, although I didn’t 
actually take any water at all. 
“The time put me fourth in the 
UK for the year and sixth in 
the Commonwealth.”

Colt Hatch for 
friendly shops 



HOPS at Colt Hatch 
were the subject of 
correspondent Kay 
Thompson in Nostalgia 
recently - in particular, the 
early ’ 60 s superstore which 
discounted its goods via the 
novel method of taping 
money to the products. 

This stirred memories for Upper 
Hook resident Susan Rushall, 
whose father Wally Winser was 
one of Colt Hatch’s early 
shopkeepers when he took a job 
at the very same grocery and 
provisions merchant, Green’s 
Stores (Ilford) Ltd. 

“My father was the manager of 
Green’s and he made many friends

in the hatch,” Mrs Rushall recalls. 
“Later my father managed the new 
Wavy Line grocers after Green’s 
had closed down. He worked there 
until he died in 1963 and I also 
helped out in the shop while I was a 
schoolgirl. 

“My sister had her wedding 
reception at the community centre, 
as it was then. Most Saturdays, 
there were events there and at the 
Sunday school.” 

Regular contributor Ron Bill, of 
Upper Park, has also been in touch 
with a characteristically detailed list 
of the businesses present in Colt 


Hatch in 1961. 

These were A&M Smith drapers, 
S.U. Pond newsagents, Green’s, 

G.A. Harold fishmonger, A.G. 
Moles butcher, Stamp greengrocer 
and fruitier, J.P. Smith grocery and 
provisions and Iris hairdressers, run 
by P.W.A. Payne. 

Mrs Rushall remembers many of 
these, plus an ironmonger’s, a wool 
shop and a fish and chip shop 
which were in Colt Hatch too. 

“An interesting point about Mr and 
Mrs Pond, who owned the 
newsagents, is that they were 10-pin 
bowling experts and bowled for 
Great Britain,” she added.

before and now I want to go 
back. 

“I didn’t hear or see any¬ 
thing that night because we 
went to bed early but I woke up 
early in the morning and said 
to my partner ‘what the hell is 
going on?’. There were police

Police are still appealing for 
witnesses who saw a black 
Seat people carrier speed away 
from St Andrew’s Meadow 
shortly after the incident or 
saw a blood-soaked vehicle of 
the same description being 
dumped in Watford to call

A WAREHOUSE work¬ 
er from Harlow has 
been charged with mur¬ 
der following the death 
of a man from multiple 
stab wounds. 

Roland Balasko, (27) of 
St Andrew’s Meadow, 
Harlow, appeared before 
Chelmsford Magistrates’ 
Court on Saturday and was 
remanded in custody. 

The charge against him 
relates to an alleged incident in 
St Andrew’s Meadow shortly 
after midnight in the early 
hours of last Wednesday. 

Police were called to a fight 
and arrived to find a large 
amount of blood in the street. 
The following day, the body of 
a man police believe to be a 
Hungarian national living in 
Harlow was discovered in the 
Hertfordshire village of 
Radlett. 

A post mortem examination 
gave the provisional cause of 
death as multiple stab wounds. 

The events have sent shock 
waves though the usually quiet 
cul-de-sac, with one 30-year- 
old customer service assistant 
telling the Star: “I don’t know 
the neighbourhood very well 
but this makes you feel unsafe 
in your own home.

HARLOW Council joint leader 
Tony Durcan announced on 
Tuesday he is quitting as head of 
the Labour group. 

His departure also means he 
will no longer serve as joint 
leader of the council soon after 
the May 1 local elections 

Mr Durcan (48) claimed he 
had always maintained in private 
he would only serve two years as 
group leader and joint council 
leader after he replaced Kevin 
Brooks in May 2006. 

Asked whether his time had 
been successful, he said: “I don’t 
like talking about legacies, but 
I’m halfway through a four-year 
term and I have never really had 
a chance to be a local councillor 
and I just couldn’t continue as 
leader. It’s a good time to step 
down as there are a few big 
things coming soon, such as the 
regeneration of the town.” 

Fellow Labour member Mark 
Wilkinson said: “People don't 
realise how many hours he put 
in, a tremendous amount. The 
testament to his commitment 
was the successful CPA report 


last year.” 

He said he was considering 
his options but was definitely 
interested in becoming leader. 

Mike Danvers (Lab) is also 
thinking about going for the role 
and added: “Tony was dedicated 
to the task, despite the very dif¬ 
ficult time he has had in the last 
year with the swimming pool 
closure and the budget deficit. 

“He found it extremely hard 
with the death of four colleagues 
during the last year (Robert 
Eschle, Roy Collyer, Jack Jesse 
and Greg Peck) and at times he 
found it a bit too much.” 

Conservative group spokes¬ 
man Tony Hall found less to 
praise: “I don't think he has done 
a good job. I think it would be 
very difficult for any leader to 
do a good job with a council 
that’s in such a dreadful state; 
but he’s been a pleasant enough 
chap to work with and the rela¬ 
tionships in the council have 
improved since their previous 
leader; as far as his leadership is 
concerned, however, the council 
has slumped.”

Event stewards 
in violent brawl 

TWO crowd control experts responsible for 
maintaining order at some of the UK’s 
biggest events sparked a violent brawl, a 
court heard. 

Robert Prescod (41), of Heathcote 
Gardens, Harlow, and Wesley Pierce (29), 
from Broxbourne, worked for Secure Ops 
which provided stewards for the Big 
Brother auditions, BBC Proms In The Park 
and band tours. 

But when they joined colleagues for a 
pub crawl in East London on February 2, 
the pair lashed out after being refused alco¬ 
hol by bar manager Sandi Haida at Mabel's 
Tavern, near Euston Station. 

Mr Haida, a barmaid and a customer 
were injured. Police arrested Prescod and 
Pierce near the pub with bloodied knuckles. 

At London’s Old Bailey on Thursday, the 
pair were sentenced to 200 hours of com¬ 
munity service and ordered to pay £200 in 
compensation after admitting affray. 

“It seems you would not have behaved 
like this if you had not had too much to 
drink,” said Mr Justice Keith. “But this can't 
excuse your behaviour, especially as you 
both work in the security industry. 

“When landlords decide they are not 
going to serve customers who they think 
have had too much to drink, they are enti¬ 
tled to look to the law to protect them. 

“You admitted throwing punches at the 
landlord. Moreover, you injured a barmaid 
who was caught in the cross fire and a cus¬ 
tomer was assaulted by one of you.” 

The court heard Prescod recently won a 
bravery award for tackling a man wielding a 
samurai sword outside Acton Town Hall. 



BUS operator Arriva has 
hit back at accusations of 
abusing the public purse. 

Brian Drury, commercial 
director of Arriva The Shires 
& Essex, this week defended 
his firm’s business practices 
after the Star revealed dozens 
of OAPs entitled to free bus 
travel at the council’s expense 
had been issued with incorrect 
tickets by Arriva drivers. 

In the week free national bus 
travel for the elderly was launched, 
Mr Drury said the issuing of tick¬ 
ets was merely a method to count 
passengers and claimed the desti¬ 
nations shown had nothing to do 
with the payment Arriva gets. 

He accused Liberal Democrat 
councillors Lesley Rideout and 
Robert Thurston, who organised 
the analysis of tickets issued, of 
not understanding how conces¬ 
sionary fares schemes work. 

“The money we get paid from 
the council is absolutely nothing to 
do with the destination that’s on 
the ticket,” he said. “We look at the 
average fare for all adults and we

multiply that by the number of 
OAPs who use the bus. I do not 
appreciate being called a crook” 

But Mrs Rideout said she and 
colleagues did not accept Arriva’s 
reassurances and added they had 
been flooded with further appar¬ 
ently incorrect tickets since the 
Star’s report last month,. 

“Mr Drury says that it is the 
average length of journeys that is 
used to calculate payments,” she 
said. “But if a large number of 
individual journeys are wrongly 
recorded, then that affects the aver¬ 
age. It’s simple mathematics. 

“The evidence we are gathering 
shows that the practice of issuing 
wrongly extended tickets to pen¬ 
sioners is even more widespread 
than we first thought. We’re seek¬ 
ing a meeting with Arriva, Essex 
County Council and consultants 
MCL {responsible for monitoring 
bus operators) to discuss the evi¬ 
dence we have been sent and what 
they propose to do about it.”

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Venue Squaring up 
to continue legacy

F ROM this year 

forward, July 4 should 
be remembered by 
music fans as the day The 
Square finally broke free 
from the farcical red-tape 
handcuffs imposed by 
County Hall bureaucrats. 

It will be the day when the thriving 
local music community reclaims a 
missing part of its collective soul, 
scores a priceless victory over The 
Man and gives a two-fingered salute 
to the authorities who would have 
seen it marginalised for good. 

Ever since Essex County Council 
bigwigs arbitrarily decided to slap a 
prohibitive age limit on entry to The 
Square, enforce a blanket alcohol ban 
and by so doing all but destroy 30 
glorious years of musical heritage in 
a single stroke, the future of Harlow’s 
beloved music venue had been 
clouded by doubt. 

But thanks to the passion, dedication 
and sheer hard graft of an 
unassuming bunch of musicians, 
technicians and promoters, the venue 
is now stirring from its induced 
coma. 

It won’t be long before you can dust 
off your leathers, squeeze into your 
drainpipes and head down to Fourth 
Avenue for a tearful reunion with 
your first love - and (the horror, the 
horror!) even enjoy a pint or two 
while you’re there. 

“It’s been a long time coming, but 
we’re almost there, thank God,” says 
a relieved Richard Holgarth, guitarist 
with legendary pub rockers Eddie & 
The Hot Rods and self-proclaimed 
spokesman for The SquareOne 
Partnership. 

Nursing a pint in a Harlow pub 
following a public meeting on the 
progress of the takeover, he speaks 
candidly about the months of 
unnecessarily protracted negotiations 


made The Square a vibrant melting 
pot of cultures, fashions and social 
groups.” 

With some big names already in the 
pipeline, the new management is 
hoping The Square’s reputation will 
help attract the top touring bands 
back to the venue whose stage has 
been graced by the likes of a little- 
known bunch called Oasis through to 
garrulous gutter punks The 
Libertines. 

S unday nights will be held over 
for the oldies and will feature 
some of the best tribute acts on 
the circuit, as well as reliable 
favourites such as Chas ’n’ Dave and 
Richard’s very own Eddie & The Hot 
Rods, while the bar will now open 
between noon-6pm on weekends, 
giving customers plenty of time to 
catch up on the drinking they’ve 
missed out on over the past year. 

“We want to make it the hub of the 
community again,” reasoned Richard. 
“The number of people who've 
started bands after meeting up in The 
Square is incredible; it’s like this 
organic being that keeps feeding 
itself. 

“You used to get people dropping in 
not so much because there was a 
band on they wanted to see but just 
because it was The Square and it was 
a great, relaxed place to have a drink 
and a game of pool - if you ended up 
enjoying the music, it was a bonus. 
We want to bring all that back, but 
make it bigger and better.” 

And as current Square employee and 
SquareOne partner Steve Harcourt 
points out, no-one in the new 
management set-up will be drawing a 
wage - all profits will be ploughed 
straight back into the venue. 

“We won’t be giving up our day jobs, 
that’s for sure!” he said. “This is 
about our passion to keep the venue 
alive for the benefit of everyone in 
the town who appreciates live music. 
“Ultimately, the future of The Square 
will be up to the people of Harlow 
themselves - without their continued 
support, we won’t survive.”

with a bizarrely defiant county 
council. 

“There was a point when we really 
thought this would never happen,” he 
admitted. “But we all knew that we 
couldn’t just sit back and watch The 
Square go under without putting up a 
fight. 

“There’s always going to be problems 
when the people making the 
decisions on the venue’s future have 
never even seen the place, let alone 
been to a gig. With them, its all about 
bureaucracy and hitting targets - 
there's little understanding of the real 
importance of somewhere like The 
Square to the local community.” 

He’s undoubtedly angry about the 
way County Hall has handled the 
takeover, and there’s even more 
resentment over the fact the authority 
is now refusing to allow the county- 


funded Rock School to stay on at the 
venue on the grounds that alcohol 
will be available on the premises 
(“We’ve bent over backwards to 
accommodate them, but they're 
adamant that as long as alcohol is 
even on site they won’t consider it”), 
but he is understandably more eager 
to talk about the future. 

“We want The Square to become 
again what it once was. It's much 
more than just a music venue, it's a 
piece of musical history and it 
belongs to the town. It’s always tried 
to cater for everyone and that's the 
way it will continue to be under our 
ownership. 

“We’ll be operating an open-door 
policy, catering for all ages and with 
no dress code. We believe no more in 
uniform dress than we do in uniform 
thinking and this is what has always

Councillors call it a 
day and step down 
before May 1 polls 

TWO Harlow councillors have confirmed 
they are to stand down from the authority. 
Staple Tye Liberal Democrat Su Lawton and 
Sumners and Kingsmoor independent John 
Paul Goddard attended their final council 
meeting on Thursday after confirming they 
will not seek re-election on May 1. 

Mrs Lawton, Harlow’s second-longest 
serving councillor, choked back tears as she 
recalled her 16-year career which began as 
one of only two opposition members. She 
went on to become the town’s first non- 
Labour housing committee chairwoman. 
Current housing chairman Mark Wilkinson 
(Labour) said she was a hard act to follow. 
Her group leader Chris Millington said: 
“Councillors get a lot of stick but when you 
think about Su and her 16 years of service, 
you think ‘if only they knew the work that 
goes on behind the scenes’.” 

Mr Goddard, Harlow’s youngest councillor, 
told colleagues he plans to attend university 
and study law. “I have loved and hated in 
equal measure my time here,” he said. 

Despite a troubled period which saw him 
admit to falling into arrears with his council 
tax and then walk out on the Conservative 
group last year, Tory leader Andrew Johnson 
said he had “brought something of the 
theatre” to the council chamber. 

“He has worked very hard over the past four 
years, spending great amounts of time in the 
Civic Centre and, if the shirts in the 
members’ room were anything to go by, even 
living here at times!” he said.

Residents' frustration 
at the state of garden 

RESIDENTS of picturesque Churchgate 
Street have been left frustrated after Harlow 
Council admitted it is powerless to enforce a 
local covenant protecting a landmark garden. 
The land, situated between numbers 1 and 9 
Churchgate Street, has been allowed to fall 
into neglect. 

And although there is a covenant stating it 
must remain a pleasure garden, it is now in 
an unsightly state, overgrown and untidy. 

The site has been the subject of several 
unsuccessful planning applications in recent 
years, most lately for a two-storey house. 
Nearby resident Sandra Rose called the area 
a “complete tip” and said: “It could be 
hidden behind a wooden fence, as used to be 
the case, or a brick wall. But there is just a 
chicken wire-style fence, leaving the awful 
view for the other residents and visitors,” she 
said. “It spoils the whole street.” 

A council spokesman confirmed the land 
was subject to a covenant but claimed: “This 
particular covenant is not enforceable by the 
council; it can only be enforced by local 
residents living in the area.” 

Leak onto substation 
spurs OAP evacuation 

ELDERLY residents of a sheltered housing 
complex had to be evacuated after a small 
explosion was heard and the lights went out. 
Firefighters were called to Pelly Court, in 
Epping, at about lam on Friday after a 
group of 20 residents were moved into a 
communal hall as a precaution. 

Epping Forest Council runs the Hemnal 
Street unit and a spokesman said a small 
bang was heard after a fire started when 
water leaked from a flat and onto an 
electricity substation beneath the premises. 
He added that all the residents were back in 
their homes quickly and that a generator had 
been set up to supply them with power until 
the leak was fixed. The area was made safe 
by 2.30am. 
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Chef (28) died 
of alcohol and 
drugs cocktail 

A FORMER pub chef from 
Harlow died after taking a lethal 
cocktail of alcohol and drugs, an 
inquest heard. 

The body of Andrew Cook (28), 
of Whitewaites, was discovered 
in a flat at Netteswell Tower, off 
Park Lane, on July 30 last year. 
The Chelmsford inquest on 
Thursday heard police found the 
premises unsecured. They 
initially arrested a 42-year-old 
man in connection with the 
incident but later determined the 
death was not suspicious after a 
post mortem examination found 
Mr Cook - who had a history of 
drug addiction - had died from 
opiate and alcohol intoxication. 
He was found to have 
considerable amounts of 
codeine, morphine and cocaine 
in his blood, and had consumed 
alcohol. The toxicology report 
also indicated he may have 
taken heroine shortly before his 
death. 

Mr Cook, who was born in 
Epping, had worked as a chef at 
The Woodman pub, in Chipping 
Ongar, while living with his 
partner, Polly Read (25). They 
had one son. 

Coroner Caroline Beasley- 
Murray recorded an open 
verdict, stating there was not 
sufficient evidence to determine 
the exact circumstances of Mr 
Cook’s death. 

“There is nothing to suggest he 
intended to take his own life,” 
she told the inquest. “But there 
is also not enough evidence to 
be certain that he died as a 
result of an accident.”

Bill digs in for rehab centre start 


WORK to turn Harlow’s 
Passmores House into a 
rehab centre is now 
officially under way 
following a traditional 
turning of the sod 
ceremony. 

Harlow MP Bill 
Rammell did the 
honours at the 
Third Avenue site 
on Saturday, 
marking a start to 
the project which 
when complete will 
rehabilitate drug 
addicts and 
alcoholics and have 
accommodation for 
18 people as well 
as a day centre. 

The plans have been 
met with a mixed 
reaction since they were 
unveiled in 2006, 
although Vale House 
Stabilisation Services, 
which has been leasing 
the former museum since 
2005, is confident the 
centre will be a major 
asset to the town.

A THUG who subjected 
another man to a three- 
hour ordeal of torture, 
during which he 
whipped him with a 
bicycle chain and left 
him with “appalling” 
injuries, has been 
jailed. 

Stephen Turner (49), of 
Whitewaites, Harlow, rep¬ 
eatedly hit Christopher 
Palmer with a cycle chain 
and punched and kicked 
him because he thought his 
victim was attracted to a 13- 
year-old girl, Chelmsford 
Crown Court was told. 

On Monday, Turner was sen¬ 
tenced to two years in prison 
after admitting causing actual 
bodily harm and another unre¬ 
lated charge of threatening 
behaviour towards a woman. 

Passing sentence, Judge 
Roger Hayward Smith QC told 
Turner: “You used violence on 
your victim over a period of 
three hours. You assaulted him 
with a bicycle chain, kicked 
him and tried to stamp on his 
head. Such behaviour went on 
repeatedly and the photos taken 
of his injuries were appalling.” 

The court heard Turner and 


Mr Palmer had known each 
other for several years and that 
on December 27, 2006, Turner 
went to Mr Palmer’s home and 
when he was let in punched him 
in the face and accused him of 
“fancying” a teenager he knew. 

Shereen Dyer, prosecuting, 
said Mr Palmer denied the alle¬ 
gation but reluctantly agreed to 
a demand by Turner that they 
should go for a walk. 

During the walk, Mr Palmer 
was subjected to continued 
questioning and was beaten to 
the point he felt numb and 
feared he was going to die. 

He was also ordered to carry 
two shopping bags of food 
while he was being beaten and 
was taunted by Turner, who 
said “You have signed your 
own death warrant” when he 
refused to admit the allega¬ 
tions. 

Mr Palmer finally escaped 
when a car stopped to help 
him. He was left with two 
black eyes, a lump on his head 
and wounds all over his face. 

Mitigating for Turner, Alison 
Lambert said he accepted he 
had a problem with anger man¬ 
agement and that it was some¬ 
thing he needed help for. She 
also said he wasn’t in the best 
of health and suffered brittle 
bone disease.

Psychiatric reports for 
hoax bomb prankster 


A MAN who made a hoax bomb 
call which led to numerous police 
resources being wasted has been 
ordered to undergo psychiatric 
reports. 

Paul Lyons (31), of Church End, 
Harlow, had been committed to 
Chelmsford Crown Court for sen¬ 
tencing after he earlier admitted to 
making a hoax 999 call in February 
this year. 

He sparked a major police emer¬ 
gency incident after making a tele¬ 
phone call to claim there was a 
bomb at Asda supermarket, in 
Harlow town centre. 


But at the sentencing hearing on 
Thursday, Judge Charles Gratwicke 
agreed with defence lawyer Colette 
Kelly that a report should be con¬ 
ducted into Lyon's mental state. 

He told the court the move should 
not be regarded as an indication as 
to the eventual sentence and added 
that a custodial sentence was almost 
inevitable. 

Speaking to Lyons, he said: “This 
is a very serious matter and is nor¬ 
mally dealt with by imprisonment as 
surely as day follows night.” 

Lyons was released on bail until 
May 8. 


Accused pleads 
guilty in killing 
of bricklayer 

A MAN has admitted responsibility 
for the death of a Harlow bricklayer 
almost a year ago. 

Lee Williams (26), also known as 
Lee Clark, was found unconscious 
with head injuries in an underpass 
in The Hides, Harlow on April 22, 
2007and died at Queen’s Hospital, 
in Romford. 

At Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Tuesday, Colin Ansell (29), of 
Pittman’s Field, Harlow, pleaded 
guilty to the manslaughter of Mr 
Williams, of Gibson Court. 

Ansell was due to have faced a 
three-week trial before a jury on a 
charge of murder but the 
prosecution accepted his plea to the 
lesser offence. Judge Christopher 
Ball QC directed that a murder 
charge should lie on the file. 
Prosecutor Noel Lucas QC said Mr 
Williams died after an incident in 
which he received a number of 
blows, fell over and struck his head 
on the ground. There was no 
evidence of a weapon being used. 
The court heard Ansell had two 
prior convictions for assaults on 
police in 1994. He was convicted 
of wounding, violent disorder and 
affray in 1996. 

Judge Ball adjourned the hearing 
for pre-sentence reports. Ansell was 
remanded in custody and is due to 
return to court on May 12. 

Mr Williams was a talented 
footballer who played as a 
goalkeeper for Leyton Orient as a 
teenager and had been nominated 
for the Harlow and District Football 
League representative squad shortly 
before his death. 

Hidden cameras 
for covert stings 

COVERT surveillance is being 
used in Harlow to crack down on 
activities such as prostitution, 
vandalism, fly-tipping, littering and 
dog fouling. 

Miniature CCTV cameras small 
enough to be hidden in the most 
unlikely places will record illegal 
activity and Harlow Council hopes 
to use them to bring prosecutions. 
Covert stings have been set up 
following tip-offs and several have 
resulted in prosecutions. 

These include the closure of a 
brothel in a residential area and the 
arrest of youths following 
vandalism at council premises.

Boy in court over 
fatal Ml 1 smash 


A 16-YEAR-old boy appeared in court on 
Tuesday in connection with a crash involv¬ 
ing a stolen car on the Ml 1 in which anoth¬ 
er teenager was killed. 

The youth, from Shepherds Bush, plead¬ 
ed guilty at Basildon Youth Court to aggra¬ 
vated vehicle taking but denied burglary. He 
was remanded in custody until June 3. 

On Saturday, a Vauxhall Signum stolen 
from Twickenham careered off the south¬ 
bound Mil and down an embankment 
between Junctions 7 and 6 after 8am. A 16- 
year-old from London died. A post mortem 
examination is due to be held today (Thur¬ 
sday), after which he will be identified. 

A 17-year-old from Shepherds Bush, 
who was also arrested in connection with 
the crash and the burglary, has been 
released on police bail until April 21. 

The accident resulted in the closure of 
that stretch of the Ml 1 until 7pm. 

Hertfordshire Police have confirmed 
they are investigating an attempted burgla¬ 
ry in Sawbridgeworth on Saturday which 
they believe may be linked to the crash.

fire for £107k salary 


HARLOW Council chief 
executive Malcolm Morley 
takes home a whopping 
£107,000-plus annual pay 
packet for heading up the 
financially troubled auth¬ 
ority, it has been revealed. 

His salary has been disclosed 
in the wake of a rich list of the 
earnings of town and county 
hall fat cats in the region. 

Public spending reform group 
the TaxPayers’ Alliance released the 
salaries of chief executives and 
directors earning more than 
£100,000 at local authorities after a 
nationwide Freedom Of Inform¬ 
ation request campaign. 

Harlow was one of only a few 
authorities which failed to respond 
to the FOI inquiry, apparently 
because it had no record of the 
request. 

However, the Star has since 
received the figures for Mr 
Morley’s salary from the council - 
£107,814 for 2006/7, up by £3,090 
from the previous year - which 
have been criticised the TaxPayers’ 
Alliance in light of Harlow’s recent 
budgetary cuts and redundancies. 

Alliance chief executive 
Matthew Elliott said: “It’s good 
news that Harlow Council have 
finally got round to releasing this 
information; people have a right to

know where their money is being 
spent. It is concerning, though, that 
a floundering council that is sup¬ 
posedly strapped for cash is paying 
out so much to their chief executive. 

“It’s right that people are reward¬ 
ed for good work, but there is a dan¬ 
ger of rewarding failure, which is 
not a good deal for taxpayers.” 

A council spokesman confirmed 
Mr Morley was the only employee 
to get a salary in excess of 
£100,000 but declined to comment 
on the amount. 

The report also discloses the 
salaries of Epping Forest Council’s 
two chief executives; John Scott 
earned £111,921 in 2006/7, an 
increase of 8.1 per cent from the 
previous year, and Peter Haywood 
was paid £114,072, up 6.9 per cent 
from 2005/6. 

Essex County Council chief 
executive Joanna Killian was paid 
£175,881 for the financial year 
2006/07, a drop of £34,000 from 
the previous year. 

Topping the local list and coming 
sixth in the national list of 818 was 
Hertfordshire County Council chief 
executive Caroline Tapster, with an 
annual income for 2006/07 of 
£201,485 - the equivalent of £755 
for each working day.

His widow Kathleen told the 
Star: “Greg was an unbelievably 
brave man. All throughout his ill¬ 
ness he never gave up hope - he 
was our tower of strength. 

“He went through so much but 
he would never complain or feel 
sorry for himself. We will miss 
him so much.” 

Former council leader Alan 
Jones, who was Mr Peck’s elec¬ 
tion agent and friend, said: “It 
says a lot about the man that the 
moment he had any respite, he 
was straight back in the saddle 
working again - and even when 
he didn’t have the legs to get to 
the Town Hall, he was still often 
working behind the scenes.” 

Joint council leader Tony 
Durcan (Lab) added: “Greg was 
a passionate councillor who 
worked very hard for the people 


he represented. He was a close 
friend and I will miss him great¬ 
ly. Despite being ill during his 
time as chairman, he still attend¬ 
ed many events and represented 
the town.” 

Mr Peck worked as a revenue 
protection officer, first with 
Eastern Electricity for 27 years 
and then for British Gas until his 
death. 

He leaves his wife, four chil¬ 
dren and four grandchildren. His 
funeral will take place at 
Parndon Wood Crematorium on 
Monday at 10am and the family 
has requested any donations be 
made to Leukaemia Research.

I'll cut through 
cable problem 

SIR, Re: Town must still pay to get 
Freeview TV (Star, April 3), I would 
remind Harlow Council that those of 
us who purchased a council property 
back in the 1970s and ’80s, had to 
pay a fee (on top of the house 
purchase fee) to keep the cable 
system active and maintained and to 
ensure that we didn’t break the 
covenant barring the erection of roof 
aerials. 

I cannot recall how much I had to 
pay, but a sum of around £250 seems 
to jog my memory cells. In return, 
we were guaranteed a continuing TV 
service for an indefinite period. 

When the council sold off the cable 
system to Anglia (as it was then), it 
was with the proviso that the TV 
channels would be maintained. 

Virgin purchased NTL, who in turn 
had taken over Anglia, so it is 
Virgin’s obligation to keep up the TV 
service. 

Now, if Virgin doesn’t want to keep 
to their obligation, then as far as I’m 
concerned that’s fine. I will erect a 
roof aerial, chop off (at each end of 
my property) Virgin’s cables which 
run along the barge boards, below 
the gutter at the back of the houses 
and then they can start digging up 
the roads and pavements in The 
Hornbeams to bypass my property 
and we will see how much that costs 
them. 

I would remind Virgin that NTL got 
away with running the new cable 
system along the barge boards 
simply because we were getting the 
five terrestrial channels free, so if 
they cut me off, I will cut them off- 
and I apologise to my neighbours in 
advance when and if I am forced to 
do this.

An end nigh? 

SIR, When asked if they were 
making a bid for Harlow North to be 
an eco town, Ropemaker stated “that 
the proposal for eco towns ... only 
relates to free standing complete new 
settlements of 5-20,000 houses”. 

It was therefore a surprise to our 
campaign to see “land to the north of 
Harlow” in the list of bids for eco 
towns. The proposed development 
has always been pitched as an urban 
extension of Harlow, fully integrated 
with the existing town, not free¬ 
standing. Were Ropemakers trying to 
bypass the planning system and get 
fast track approval by changing their 
tune? 

Having marketed Harlow North as 
“one of the most advanced 
environmentally sustainable 
developments in Europe”, the 
rejection of their bid must have 
come as a shock to Ropemaker. 

The Government indicated that the 
rejected bids were not taken forward 
for “being undeliverable or not 
ambitious enough”. Ropemaker’s 
scheme cannot be described as 
unambitious; it includes many of the 
same examples used by the 
Government to describe successful 
bids. We can only conclude that 
Ministers deemed Harlow North to 
be undeliverable. 

We have argued long and hard that 
the multi-million pound 
infrastructure deficit, the lack of 
jobs, the environmental issues 
around water and sewage treatment 
and the destruction of the Green Belt 
make this development 
unsustainable. Over 90 per cent of 
the 9,000 comments received during 
the last public consultation opposed 
proposals for Harlow North. Perhaps 
the Government are finally listening 
Schemes to the north of Harlow have 
now been rejected four times; 
Maplecroft in the early ’90s, 
“Completing the Circle” in the late 
’90s, by the independent inspector at 
the Examination in Public in 2006 
and now as an eco town. 

We only await the scheme's complete 


removal from the final East of 
England Plan when it is published 
this spring for the process to be 
complete.

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Robbery 

'verdict' 

quashed 


A MAN jailed for taking 
a car from a terrified 
woman to use as a get¬ 
away vehicle has had his 
conviction overturned. 

Three Appeal Court 
judges ruled that it could not 
be proved Walter Mitchell 
had the intent to permanent¬ 
ly deprive the woman of the 
car. 

Mitchell (30) of Fern Hill, 
Harlow, denied any involve¬ 
ment in the offence but was 
found guilty of robbery at 
Basildon Crown Court on 
September 25, 2006 and subse¬ 
quently jailed for four years. 

On Tuesday Lord Justice Rix 
said the conviction was unsafe. 

He said that Mitchell could 
have been prosecuted for a num¬ 
ber of other offences including 
affray, assault and malicious 
damage. 

The court heard that on 
February 22, 2005 police were 
involved in a high-speed chase 
with a white Subaru which had 
been linked to a number of 
alleged thefts from telephone 
boxes. 

During the chase the Subaru 
sustained damage and it was 
eventually abandoned on a 
deserted bridlepath near a coun¬ 


try lane in Essex. 

By chance a woman was 
making a telephone call from 
her stationary BMW just yards 
from where the Subaru was 
dumped. She said as least four 
men smashed the windows of 
her car, dragged her from it and 
drove away in it. 

Mitchell was linked to the 
BMW by two blood smears on 
the back seat. But he insisted 
that he had been picked up in it 
a short while later and had 
played no part in its theft or the 
robbery. 

The BMW was abandoned a 
couple of miles away with its 
hazard lights flashing. 

The court heard two other 
vehicles were taken in order to 
facilitate the gang's getaway. 
Both were later abandoned. 

Lord Justice Rix, sitting with 
Mr Justice David Clarke and 
Judge Stephen Stewart, upheld 
arguments that the charge of 
robbery should never have been 
brought as the BMW was effec¬ 
tively used as a getaway vehicle 
for a short time. 

The judge added that, given 
the nature of the criminality dis¬ 
played in the case, he had 
reached his decision with regret 
but added that his hands were 
tied by the law. 

No retrial was ordered.

YOU may, if you were lucky, 
have heard or spotted some 
unusual aircraft flying over 
the area last Tuesday.

Before then the military's 
primitive aircraft had 
been operated by the 


Army's Royal Flying Corps and the 
Navy's Royal Naval Air Service. But 
Britain quickly realised that the 
growing importance of air power in 
warfare warranted a single air force, 
and the RAF was born 


Two decades later RAF pilots, who 
became known as "The Few", turned 
the tide of the Second World War by 
winning the decisive Battle of Britain 
against Hitler's Germany. 

But as well as reflecting on the 
glories of the past, military leaders 
have used the anniversary to look to 
the future and dispel doubts about 
whether the Royal Air Force is still 
relevant. 


Air Chief Marshall Sir Glenn ' 
who heads today's RAF, said: "We're 
here to stay after 90 years and we 
will be here for 90 years to 
come."

scrap metal prices. 

The Muskham Road museum is 
thought to have been first hit on March 
25, when lead was stripped from the 
roof gullies during the night. 

Harlow Council chiefs only realised 
the scale of the damage when heavy 
rain fell several days later and soaked 


an office area. 

The situation worsened after thieves 
struck again on March 31, taking more 
lead and requiring a temporary repair 
to the roof felt. 

Surveyors are still to conduct a thor¬ 
ough check which will reveal the full 
extent of the damage. 

Fortunately, no historical artefacts 
were damaged by the heavy rainfall but 
the council is now seeking to install 
CCTV at the museum to stave off fur¬ 
ther attacks. 


Museum education officer Claire 
Hooper said: “The museum is protect¬ 
ed inside by an alarm system but the 
thefts have occurred on the outside of 
the building. 

“It is business as usual at the muse¬ 
um and activities have not been affect¬ 
ed. The museum has been busy this 
week with children enjoying activities 
for the spring break, with more 
planned to take place next week.”

THE last time I saw Les Sylphides was 
by the European National Ballet at the 
Theatre of Herod Atticus, and while The 
Playhouse cannot compete with an 
ancient theatre in Athens for ambiance, 
the dancing was in no way inferior. 

I had to constantly remind myself that these 
were not professionals. The corps de ballet 
was at times a little ragged but they swiftly 
corrected any small errors. 

We were fortunate enough to see Natasha Jones 
and Joel Goodman in the pas de deux , and what 
strength that young man displays. 

The last part of the evening’s entertainment 
consisted of two modern ballets, giving us a 
marvellous display of graceful strength and 
amazing control; alright, I did see one mistake, but 
let’s not be picky. 

The choreography by Michael Branwell in the 
headline act fitted the music of Rimsky Korsakov 
like a glove, providing parts to suit all abilities. 

It seems unfair to single out one or two dancers 
from such a large cast but special mention must 


be made of Harriet Bellieu-Cruse as the Jack in a 
Box, and Rosie Menhinick as the Mechanical 
Nightingale. 

Sophie Hull and Hannah Mehew as the Arabian 
Dolls are two skilful young people who I am sure 
are destined for higher things; their confidence and 
elan were delightful to see. In Joel Goodman, HBA 
have an extremely talented young man who not 
once stepped out of character nor lost 


concentration. 

Unfortunately, the same cannot be said for George 
Hunt as the Emperor; he displayed neither stage 
presence nor vitality and threw away what could 
have been an impressive part. 

I hope, very much, that this ballet will be revived at 
some future date, as it bears watching again and 
again. A thoroughly good entertainment.

Doubt over theatre appeal 


PEOPLE fighting for a much-loved theatre 
in Old Harlow have appealed to County 
Hall to clarify what they need to do to 
save it. 

Friends of Bury Road’s Victoria Hall 
Theatre believed that raising £100,000 by 
next December would be enough to 
purchase the lease from Essex County 
Council, which wants to sell the venue. 
But after huge fundraising efforts and 
£40,000 in the bank, campaigners believe 
the county is unsure exactly much is 
needed and by when to save the 
volunteer-run theatre. 

Caroline Petherbridge, pictured right , set 
up a fund for the Victoria Hall Performing 
Arts Association in memory of her friend 
and theatre regular Johnny Wong, who 
died in a car crash last year, and has 
raised a lion’s share of the fund to date. 
“The fundraising is going really well but 
we are not really sure what the situation 
is at this moment as we are being told 
different things,” she said. 

“It may be as much as £150,000 needed 
or we may have longer to raise money 
and use what we have as an initial 
payment.” 

County council deputy leader Peter 
Martin said negotiations regarding the 
proposed sale are ongoing and added: “It 
is, therefore, not appropriate at this time 
to discuss the details in public. 



“In terms of timescale, however, it should 
be made clear that the building was 
officially declared surplus to the needs of 
the county council in 2005 but the 
amateur dramatic group were offered a 
three-year lease, thus providing time for 
them to raise funds to buy it. 

“This arrangement extends until 
December 2008 and we would hope by 
that time to have reached a conclusion 
which is satisfactory to all parties.” 

Mrs Petherbridge confirmed all the 
money raised via direct donations will be 
repaid if the target is not reached; the 
rest, including tickets for fundraising 
shows, will go towards other charities 
nominated by the organisers.

CLUB Quattroz is no longer a glitzy 
R&B club for the perma-tan bling 
brigade, and never was this more 
evident than on the fledgling venue’s 
biggest night yet. 

The remarkable transformation from 
an era of diamante drudgery to its new 
incarnation as a satisfyingly sweaty 
rock ’n’ roll snakepit almost complete, 
the club put on an ambitious display of 
its newfound eclecticism. 

And with a thrilling line-up from the 
gutter-to-the-stars poetics of everyman 
hero Gazzy Roxx to the primal garage- 
punk howl of next-big-things No 
Nothings, what a night it was. 

The Stolen Coda proved once again 
they are one of the tightest, most 
technically gifted bands on the local 
circuit with their breathless take on 
Hendrix jamming with Funkadelic, 
while whimsical tykes The Brights gave 


a soulful performance of shimmering 
indie-pop. 

Headliners No Nothings are probably 
the venue’s biggest coup yet, and there 
was more than enough in a blistering 
set of ear-bleedingly brilliant buzzsaw 
garage to suggest they’re heading for 
front-page NME ubiquity soon. 

But the crowd really belonged to the 
aforementioned Mr Roxx, an 
endearingly shambolic punk-poet who 
won over an initially indifferent 
audience with his unique brand of 
starkly comic paeans to Essex girls, 
Arriva buses and North Weald Market. 
With hellraising, Big Broker-bothering 
punks Towers Of London just 
confirmed for a date in June, Quattroz 
seems unprepared to give in to the 
looming rebirth of The Square - for all 
lovers of live music out there, that can 
only be a very good thing.

Hitman misses the target too often 


HITMAN 

(20th Century Fox, 15, retail & rental) 

When it comes to adapting hit video games for the 
big screen, Hollywood once more shows itself 
incapable of finding its backside in the dark with a 
brace of magnums and a night-vision ’scope. 

Hitman: Silent Assassin is one of the better fusions of 
stealth and shoot-’em-up gaming, with the mysterious 
hired killer Agent 47 armed to the teeth for a series of 
bloody globe-trotting assignments in which he creeps 
around quietly picking off targets and assuming their 
identities as he works ever-closer to the main kill. 

But what works in a game can look startlingly silly in 
a movie and 47, decked out in a razor-sharp black 
suit, white shirt and red tie, bald and with a barcode 
tattooed on the back of his head, stands out as 
glaringly as a lap-dancer on the Haj. 

DeadwoocT s Timothy Olyphant certainly looks the 
part and does a fair job of instilling a little personality 
in the character, but is let down by a script that would 
have been better off aping the game more closely 
instead of pitching 47 into a story in which he finds 
himself hunted by his fellow elite assassins, Interpol 
and the Russian military, while discovering an 
alarming capability for emotional involvement. 
Director Xavier Gens pulls off some tightly edited 
gunplay, but this Hitman's mostly firing blanks

THE SARAGOSSA MANUSCRIPT 

(Mr Bongo Films, 15, retail) 

This sprawling 1965 Polish oddity is something of a 
minor masterpiece, fully deserving the cult status 
which has seen it championed by David Lynch and 
Luis Bunuel, with Martin Scorsese and the late 
Grateful Dead head Jerry Garcia even putting their 
hands in their pockets to help restore it. 

Director Wojciech Has crafts a real curate’s egg of Jan 
Potocki’s novel, starting with the titular book being 
found in a tavern by rival soldiers in the Napoleonic 
Wars, who swiftly put aside their differences as they 
become engrossed in the tale it contains. 

And what a tale it is, as the gallant Captain Alphonse 
Van Worden (Zbigniew Cybulski) determines to take 
the shortest possible route through the mountains, 
scoffing at the superstitions of his companions only to 
find himself ensnared in a riddle of ghosts and 
shifting realities in a rundown inn. 

In the midst of the forbidden mountainous 
landscapes, he dallies with two Islamic princesses, 
tangles with the horrors of the Inquisition, is given 
guidance by a hermit priest and the unbalanced 
goatherder who lives with him, encounters a cabalist 
and hears tales within tales, each morning 
inexplicably awaking beneath the gallows of two 
decaying sibling bandits. 

The moody monochrome photography is a pleasure, 
simply dripping with atmosphere, and the acting is 
uniformly excellent, but it’s the film’s playful way with 
narrative that spellbinds; Alphonse is already at one 
remove, in flashback via the manuscript, and the film 
has no problem shimmering back into the stories he’s 
being told, only to step back again to the stories told 
within those, and so on ... 

Erotic, spooky, humorous and surreal, its three hours 
slip by unnoticed as the viewer becomes wholly 
absorbed and entranced in this strange world.

BACK TO NORMANDY 

(Tartan Video, 15, retail) 

Nicholas Philibert follows up his touching 
documentary Etre Et Avoir with another quietly 
contemplative slice of life, here returning to the small 
Normandy village where in 1975 he was part of film 
crew which involved local residents in the 
dramatisation of a notorious 1835 murder. 

But whereas his earlier film was a gentle, heart¬ 
warming and very accessible affair, this comes across 
as more of an exercise in film studies, although it’s 
none the worse for it. 

In telling the story of how farmer’s son Pierre Riviere 
murdered his mother, sister and brother, the original 
film (on which Philibert was assistant director) used 
local people to play the villages and profession actors 
for the main characters and visiting authority. 

Nobody was under any illusions of impending fame 
and here the director catches up with them 30 years 
on to question them about their memories of making 
the film, in the process capturing something of the 
simply joy they experienced at participating in such a 
project but also gleaning an insight into their attitudes 
and lives as they relate to the themes of the film.

I, PIERRE RIVIERE 

(Tartan Video, 15, retail) 

Rene Allio’s I, Pierre Riviere is an essential 
companion piece to Back To Normandy, a blend of 
documentary style with historical re-enactment in a 
fascinating study of the psychology of a murder and 
its impact on a close-knit small community. 

Michel Foucault’s exhaustive book on the case 
provides the basis of the simple yet creatively shot 


film, yet it’s Riviere’s own testimony, which survived 
in the form of a remarkably detailed 
confession/biography, that proves most striking. 
Certainly, the amateur performances may appear a 
little stilted or wooden, but in a curious way this 
works in the film’s favour when the outside 
professional dispensers of justice and authority arrive 
and the villagers’ discomfort becomes quiet palpable 
Star rating: ★★★ 

KOKODA: 39TH BATTALION 

(Showbox Home Entertainment, 15, retail) 

Based around true events and inspired by a memorial 
plaque dedicated to “courage, endurance, sacrifice, 
mateship”, debut director Alister Grierson keeps the 
focus squarely on the personal (or, rather, personnel) 
in the harrowing struggle of a small outfit of volunteer 
Australian soldiers to hold off a large-scale Japanese 
invasion in Papua New Guinea in 1942. 

Sneered at by the regular army as ‘chocos’ (chocolate 
soldiers who’d melt in the heat of combat), the 
inexperienced, malnourished and desperately fatigued 
men of the 39th find themselves hopelessly 
outnumbered and outgunned in hellish conditions. 

An opening scene with one character rising from a 
pool of thick mud suggests the hallucinatory 
Apocalypse Now, but the film’s immersion in the 
unforgiving jungle environment bears more fitting 
comparison to Platoon. 

Following the attempts of a small band of friends cut¬ 
off from their comrades to get back to base and help 
fight off the Japanese onslaught, the film pulls no 
punches at depicting the ravages of dysentery, fear 
and exhaustion, nor does it flinch from the kind of 
brutal atrocities casually inflicted by the enemy.

Envy & Other Sins (album A&M) 

Inoffensive and unchallenging, much of this 
keyboard-heavy indie pop wouldn’t sound out of 
place as incidental music on a particularly action- 
packed episode of Heartbeat. But for what it is, it 
isn’t bad. If there is a name for that toe-tapping, 
smiley genre which hosts The Feeling at the more 
credible end and Scouting For Girls at the most 
atrociously anodyne, then these chaps could just 
take the crown. They could have spent less time on 
fancy artwork and given more than a measly 10 
tracks though. 

PHOENIX 

Asia (album, Frontiers) 

The first ’80s supergroup may be back, but who in 
the name of prog asked them? Now loosely 
resembling extras from The Lord Of The Rings: The 
Twilight Years, the rock timelords seem to have 
forgotten that things have moved on since the dawn 


of MTV Granted, elements of the much-maligned 
genre have recently resurfaced with bands such 
Wooden Shjips and The Mars Volta, but the last 
thing kids want is granddad wading in with insipid 
power ballads C Heroine ) and noodling mini-epics 
(Orchard Of Mines) to show them how it was in 
’82. 

FABRICLIVE 39 

DJ Yoda (album, Fabric) 

Most people with the audacity to mix Run DMC's 
party classic It's Tricky with The Knack’s My 
Sharona can expect to clear the dancefloor in 
seconds, but then cut ’n’ paste maestro DJ Yoda isn’t 
like most people. Hanging tight to the ubiquitous 
childhood dream of DJ superstardom fostered by 
childish experiments with pause/record mixes on 
primitive cassette decks, Duncan Beiny skilfully 
blends an unapologetic love of quirky pop with 
gritty, early ’90s hip-hop and sprinkles liberally with 
kitsch humour and TV theme tunes.

Swimmers follow coach out of club after pool closure

FEARS are growing for the 
future of Harlow Penguins 
Swimming Club. 

A club source told Star Sport 
that more than a third of its mem¬ 
bership of around 160 have left 
since the town pool in First 
Avenue was closed in November. 

Many influential members and 
talented young swimmers have fol¬ 
lowed club coach Alan Mitchell out 
of the door. He has taken on a simi¬ 
lar role at Chelmsford Swimming 
Club. 

He has been replaced by Carmen 
Byfield. 

Club press secretary Wendy 
Stevens, whose three sons have rep¬ 
resented Penguins in the past, is the 
latest to quit. She has switched her 
children to Hoddesdon Swimming 
Pool. 

Since the closure of the town pool, 
Harlow swimmers have limited 
access to the pools at Burnt Mill 
School in First Avenue, Haileybury 
College in Hertford Heath and 
Leventhorpe School in 
Sawbridgeworth. 

There are no plans to re-open 
Harlow Pool, which shut due to 
health and safety reasons. It could be 
at least another year before a new 
pool opens as part of the multi-mil- 
lion pound sports complex at Velizy 
Avenue. 

Penguins club chairman Chris 
Singleton said: “We cannot replace 
the pool time that we lost. We cannot 
offer them pool time as they 
improve. 

“They (children) need that to be 
able to enter various galas. There is

now four days off [between Thursday 
and Monday] in training and they are 
not getting the level of improve¬ 
ment.” 

He added: “We can fully under¬ 
stand why children when they reach 
a standard, need alternative facilities 
that meet their needs.” 

Singleton praised the committee 
and members for keeping the club 
afloat. “The hard work and the chil¬ 
dren themselves have kept it going - 
lesser clubs would have called it a 
day.” 

Mrs Stevens has stepped down as 
press officer after three years. 


Her sons, Chris, Tomas and 
Charlie could train up to four days a 
week at the First Avenue pool. 

Mrs Stevens explained: “It’s the 
lack of training facilities which has 
forced us to go to Hoddesdon 
Swimming Club. 

“They will train in one place and 
feel you belong to a club. We have 
been all over the place [training at 
Bishop’s Stortford College, Burnt 
Mill and Haileybury].” 

She says it is important for young¬ 
sters to represent their home town in 
a sport and hopes to return to Harlow 
eventually. “It’s disappointing that 


the closure of the pool has let us go 
out of the town. It is such a shame to 
go out of Harlow,” she added.

Dame Kelly's pupil can gatecrash Beijing 

HARLOW middle-distance 
star Andrew Osagie has 
vowed to upset the Olympic 
party and book a surprise 
plane ticket to Beijing - after 
rubbing shoulders with 
Dame Kelly Holmes. 

The 20-year-old was one of 
40 youngsters picked to take 
part in a 10-day educational 
camp in Loughborough as 
part of Dame Kelly’s 
Norwich Union funded ‘On 
Camp with Kelly’ scheme. 

And under the eagle eye of 
the double Olympic gold 
medallist, Osagie underlined 
his growing potential by 
being crowned the ‘On Camp 
with Kelly’ 600m champion 
after storming home in lmin 
20.70secs. 

Despite being ranked British 
No.8 in the 800m in 2007 the 
Harlow Athletic Club runner 
- who has ducked under the 
UK target time of 1:47.06 
minutes - believes he has 
every chance of making this 
year’s Olympic Games in 
China. 

“The Beijing Olympics is a 
big target for me, obviously 
it’s a bit out there but I really 
do think that if I squeeze 
everything out of this then I 
could grab a spot on the 
team,” said Osagie. 

At Loughborough, former 
Leventhorpe School student 
Osagie was instructed on 
topics such as injury 
prevention, hydration, 
nutrition, medical issues and 
anti-doping by current and 
former Team GB stars such 
as Becky Lyne and Anthony 
Whiteman. 

“From where I was a year 
ago to be involved in Beijing 



would be incredible,” he said. 
“The British Olympic 
Association have put me on a 
funding scheme this year in 
order to progress to that 
level. 

“It’s now up to me to see how 
close I can get -1 want to go 


unbelievable. 

“I hope to leave here a 
different man with all the 
things she’s told me so I can 
really push on at the top 
level. 

“Being here has been good 
preparation for major 
championships because every 
little problem that can 
happen has happened here.” 
And Dame Kelly can’t wait to 
help Osagie and the rest of 
her class of 2008 to fulfil 
their goals. 

“They all have the belief that 
they can reach the next level 
and that is important. To see 
the results we have had is 
great and I am really pleased 
for all of them.”
